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The juvenile court and the county 
probation officer, M. A. Bagley, cer- 
tainly have many pecular_ exper- 
iences. Only recently a young man 
aged 22 was arrested by the sheriff's 
deputies for stealing an automobile. 
When he came to trial he plead 
guilty to the charge and the judge 
granted him probation with the pro- 
viso that he get a job and go to 
work and pay $10 a month towards 
the damage he did to the car he 
stole. This appeared to be quite 
agreeable to the young fellow. Mr. 
Bagley furnished the boy with two 
blankets to the value of $8 and put 
him im the auto of a rancher who 
had given him a job at $2.65 a day. 
When the fellow arrived at the ranch 
he had dinner and started to work. 
The next morning he rolled up his 
blankets and appeared before Mr. 
Bagley, saying that he wanted to 
talk with him. He had concluded 
that he could make better money 
working for ‘the government. In 
fact, he wanted to enter the secret 
service. 

The fellow was unkempt, dirty and 
had no clothes, and was unshaven. 
He did not want to work long 
enough to get the price of a suit of 
clgthes, a shave and shoes. 


He was taken before the judge and 
when his story was learned was told 
by the judge to go back to the ranch 
and go to work. Now he has taken 
his blankets and disappeared. Mr. 
Bagley contends that the system of 
probation must be changed. An ex- 
ample “must be nfkde of such char- 
acters in order to stop others from 
contemplating a career of crime. If 
a change is not made, the country 
will soon be overrun with juvenile 
criminals. The nation cannot sur- 
vive on such a foundation. 


Mr. Bagley states that within the 
last four weeks, seven young boys 
have been arrested for shoplifting at 
the San _ Bernardino Woolworth’s 
store. One of the little fellows, who 
peddles newspapers on- the streets 
and ‘buys his own clothes and helps 
tis mother over the rough spots, was 
told by Judge Warmer to go to-his 
mother and tell her just what he 
had.done and then to report back to 
Mr. Bagley, the probation officer. 
The boy came to see Mr. Bagley the 
next day and said that his mother 
had whipped him with a strap. He 
was asked if he thought he was cured 
of stealing and he replied that he 
thought he was. So he is now a 
ward of the court for a period of 
observation to see what effect the 
whipping will have. If his love and 
respect for his mother prevails over 
his own natural selfishness the boy 
is safe. 





‘To show the way in which the 
world is wagging, this morning the 
news comes in that three boys, all 
of the age of 16, were arrested in 
Ban Diego, with a stolen auto. Their 
Tames are Paul Osborne, Mark Bow- 
man and Royce Bandewalker, all of 
Santa Ana. These boys escaped 
from the detention home in Santa 
Ana, where they were being held for 
burglary, stole an automobile and 
took a joy ride as far as San Ber. 
nardino where on the 12th they 
abandoned the machine and stole an- 
other belonging to A. J. Gabel and 
then took a joy ride to San Diego 
where the police picked them up. 
Mr. Bagley, county probation officer, 
wired the police of San Diego to hold 
the boys and Undersheriff Nield and 
A. B. Bigelow who were there, would 
bring the boys here where the Orange 
County authorities could pick them 
up. 

Two other boys of the same age 
are in the detention home in Santa 
Ana awaiting trial for the same of- 
fenses and the county probation of- 
ficer there will recommend to the 
juvenile court that all five boys be 
sent to the Preston School of In- 
dustry in order that they may serve 
as an example to other young fel- 
lows who may be tempted to stray 
from the straight and narrow path. 

Mr. Bagley claims that the great- 
est percentage of crime committed 
today is by juvenile offenders and 
that there has been entirely too 
much leniency shown these offenders. 
Many of them appear to think their 
crimes will be condoned, they be pa- 
roled and allowed to go their own 
way. In a way he claims that our 
system of justice is encouraging 
crime amongst the younger genera- 
tion and that if mawkish sentimen-

Cheering word was brought the 
citrus growers of San _ Bernardino 
county by H. H. Warner, district 
supervising inspector of the State 
Department of Agriculture, who re- 
cently returned from a visit to the 
eastern market centers and a con- 
ference with the Bureau of Chemistry 
where he was instrumental in hav- 
ing the government officials stop the 
holding of citrus shipments which 
had been passed at the shipping 
point by officials of the State De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

Mr. Warner spent some_time Tues- 
day visiting Horticultural Commis- 
sioner J. P. Coy and he was opti- 
mistic over the conditions which he 
found existed in the far eastern 
market centers. 


Inspections Lenient 

The government inspections in the 
east are very lenient, Mr. Warner 
said. Shipments inspected here and 
which were expected to become about 
5 percent worse in transit and there- 
fore were given a closer inspection 
at the shipping point, were given 
about the same inspection on their 
arrival in the east. 

“In the far eastern cities, includ- 
ing New York and Boston, I was sur- 
prised to find that the consumers 
and many of the retailers knew little 
or nothing of the 1922 freeze in Cali- 
fornia so successful have the officials 
been in keeping the frozen fruit off 
the market. 

This will mean that conditions next

RESIDEN1 HARDING’S message to 
P congress, relating to the American mer- 
chant marine and delivered in person, 
dealt with a subject of the highest im- 


portance to the American people. The presi- 


dent began by pointing out the impractic- 
ability of carrying out the act of 1920 that 
called for the cancellation of commercial 
treaties which hindered our imposition of dis- 
eriminating duties on imports brought in 
American ships. At the same time it was 


shown that the adoption of such a system of 
discriminating duties might fail of the intend- 
ed effect for the reason that the non-dutiable 
cargoes are much larger than the dutiable 
cargoes. 

President Harding’s plan is much more sim- 
ple and direct. It is outlined by him as fol- 
lows: “In lieu of discriminating duties on 
imports brought to us in American bottoms, 
it is proposed to take 10 per cent of ali duties 
collected on imports brought to us in Ameri- 
can or foreign bottoms and create therefrom 
a merchant marine fund. To this fund shall 
be added the tonnage charges, taxes and fees 
imposed on vessels entering the ports of the 
United States; also such sums as are payable 
to American vessels by the postoffice depart- 
ment for the transportation by water of 
foreign mails, parcels post excepted. Out of 
this fund shall be paid the direct aid in the 
development and maintenance of an American 
merchant marine.’? The president submits 
figures showing that disbursements in aid of 
the merchant marine under this plan will 
reach $15,000,000 annually and with larger re- 
imbursement for higher speed and for a 
greater number of vessels the outlay may be 
$30,000,000; but in due time, with expected 
development of ocean service, he believes the 
demands on the government treasury will be 
lessened. In any event the sums paid out will 
be small compared with the billions that went 
to the construction of ships under the stress 
of war and which thus far have brought such 
unsatisfactory retugns. 

The plea which President Harding makes 
for an American merchant marine is based on 
the sound argument that a great commercial 
nation should have a merchant marine. As he

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SWING AND THE BONUS 
ONGRESSMAN PHIL D. SWING of this 
district supported the soldiers’ bonus. 
He made a speech on the subject which 
is reported in the Congressional Record 
as follows: 

‘Mr. Speaker, the burdens which this bill 
will place on our country have been very 
greatly overemphasized. Who on the first day 
of November, in 1918, would have hesitated 
moment to have voted $4,000,000,000 or 
four times $4,000,000,000 to help these boys 
prosecute the war and bring it to a successful 
conclusion? Yet these same boys, by their 
indomitable will and courage and great sacri- 
fice, brought the war to an end one year 
sooner than any of us in this country thought 
would be done. The fact is, if the war had 
continued for a period of 90 days longer, this 
country would have expended more money in 
that short time than it will have to expend 
under this bill for the next 20 years. 

“Mr. Speaker, ‘there were two principal 
factors that fought and won the war—man 
power and money power. By money power 
I mean the industries of the country—the 
factories, railroads, mines and other business. 
This government has already established the 
principle of adjusting the compensation of all 
business concerns which were drafted by the 
country to help win the war. Under the Dent 
bill nearly $3,000,000,000 has been paid out to 
the business interests of this country to make 
up their losses suffered under war contracts. 
Billions more -have been paid out to the rail- 
roads to make good their losses and furnish 
them with their guaranteed profit of 6 per 
cent. The mining interests were taken care of 
under the war mineral relief act. Now, hay- 
ing established this principle for the benefit 
of the business interests of the country, can 
we: refuse to extend the benefits of the same 
principle to the boys who did the actual fight- 
ing? 

‘“The saerifices of business can not be com- 
pared to the sacrifices of the men, who went 
to war. They made every sacrifice that was 
possible to make. They gave up their jobs 
where they were making good money, they 
surrendered their civie rights and_ liberties, 
they forsook places of absolute safety to enter 
upon battle fields, and last and greatest of all, 
they left their homes and loved ones for how 
long they knew not—in some cases, forever.

Far to the north of Death Valley 
the club party will seek for the lost 
wagons of the Mormons which are 
reported to be lying somewhere in 
the desert, guarded by the bleached 
bones of the mules which dragged 
them across the burning sands. The 
object of the search will be the es- 
tablishment of a route into the des- 
ert to be known in that section as 
the “Lost Wagon” trail. 

Leaving Southern California the 
club party has pushed far into the 
desert, according to a report just 
received here, and is’ at the present 
time ploughing its way through 
Death Valley in a resolve to reach 
the famous Furnace Creek ranch, the 
last outpost of civilization in this 
torrid area lying hundreds of feet 
below sea level. 

All waterholes, the life-savers of 
weary travelers, are to be charted 
by the club expedition and will be 
marked by metal signs anchored in 
the shifting sands by huge redwood 
blocks. 

Three weeks will be needed by the 
party to penetrate the heart of the 
desert, during which time the club 
signs will be continued into Nevada 
by way of Goldfield, Tonopah, Gold 
Reed, Hiko and Alamo. With the 
return of the club scouts, maps will 
be drawn by the drafting depart- 
ment for motorists all over America 
to use in touring the waste places. 








Bonus Bill Provides 
Five Different Plans 
For Payment To Vets 





As passed by: the House of Repre- 
sentatives, the bonus bill would pro- 
vide for immediate cash payments 
to veterans whose adjusted service 
pay would not exceed $50, and would. 
give to other veterans the options of | 
these four plans: 

Adjusted service certificates, with 
provisions authorizing loans by banks 
in the first three years after next 
October 1, and by the Government 
thereafter, the certificates to run for 
thirty years and to have a face value 
at maturity of the amount of the 
adjusted service credit at the rate 
of $1 a day for domestic service and 
$1.25 a day for foreign service, in- 
creased by 25 percent, plus interest 
at the rate of 4% percent compound- 
ed annually. 

Vocational training aid after Jan- 
uary 1, 1923, at the rate of $1.75 a 
day, the total payments not to ex- 
ceed, however, 140 percent of the 
adjusted service credit. 

Farm and home aid under which 
Weterans purchase or improve farms 
or homes would be paid after July 1, 
1928, a sum equal to their adjusted 
service credit increased by 25  per- 
cent. 

Land settlement, under which land 
would be reclaimed under the super- 
vision of a special board and farm 
units established for sale to the vet- 
erans at a price fixed by the board 
less the amount of the adjusted ser- 
vice credit due the purchasers.

State Scrip Will Be 
Sold By Auction At 
Sacramento, May Ist 


A public auction sale of state scrip 
will be held by Surveyor General W. 
S. Kingsbury, at the state capitol, 
Sacramento, Monday, May 1, 1922, 
at 10 a. m. 

State scrip is the cheapest land 
scrip on the market today. 

Scrip can be purchased only by 
citizens of the United States who are 
residents of the State of California, 
and can be located on any vacant 
non-mineral unreserved United States 
government land in California. 

Homestead and desert land entry- 
men can relinquish their entries 
through the surveyor general's office 
and acquire title to the land by the 
purchase of scrip, provided the land 
is not withdrawn by the federal gov- 
ernment for public purposes prior to 
the date the land is scripped. The 
applicant need not live on or improve 
the land. 

State scrip is not transferable. 

Scrip is sold in 40-acre lots for 
cash, personal checks received, but 
no purchaser can buy more than 640 
acres, and the surrender of the scrip 
is payment for an equal acreage of 
government land. 

At the last auction sale of state 
scrip the price received averaged 
$6.83 per acre. 

All money received from the sale 
of state scrip goes to the support of 
the public schools of the state.
